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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
is directed to wireless communication systems. More specifically, this invention is 
directed to methods for analyzing and improving the locations for hard handoffs in 
wireless communication systems. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claims 1,17, 24, and 29 in combination with other elements. 
For example independent claim 1 has claim limitations such as generating an output 
display that includes first predicted locations for hard handoff from the first cellular site 
to the second cellular site, the output display being generated based on a parameter of 
a first value that is representative of a ratio between the strength of the second pilot 
signal relative to the combined strength of, at least, the second pilot signal and first pilot 
signal, modifying the parameter from the first value to the second value, and 
regenerating the output display to include second predicted hard handoff locations 
based on the second value of the parameter. The other independent claims 17, 24, and 
29 have similar limitations as claim 1 . For the above reasons, independent claims 1 , 
17, 24, 29 and dependent claims 2-16, 18-23, 25-28, are allowable. 

2. Claims 1-29 are allowed.
